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BOY’S FATAL SHO! 
SET OFF DYNAMITE 


TW O HUNDRED POUNDS OF IT 
EXPLODED. 


Edward Latshaw 
and His 
Family 
Hurled 
to 
Instant Death—Five 
Killed and Three Injured—Accident 
Occurs Near Dubuque, Iowa, and 
Results From a Boy's Carelessness

Dubuque, Iowa, Sept. 9.—One hun­ 
dred and twenty-five pounds of dyna­ 
mite was exploded yesterday morning 
a t Specht’s ferry, ten miles north cf 
here, yvith a tremendous 
roar 
and 
shock, which "was felt here like a trem­ 
bling caused by an earthquake. Five 
persons were killed and three terribly 
injured at the scene of the explosion. 
The injured persons were brought to 
this city and taken to a hospital soon 
after the accident. The dead are: 
BJORNSTAD, HANS, aged 35, of La 
Crosse, Wis. 
LATSHAW, EDWARD, aged 35, of 
Victory, Wis. 
LATSHAW, MRS. EDWARD. 
LATSHAW, RAY, 12 years old. 
LATSHAW, MATT, 6 years old. 
The injured are: 
Bench, Edward, aged 35, of Lansing, 
Iowa. 
Faber, Matt, aged 35, of Wabasha, 
Minn.; will die. 
Latshaw, Mabel, aged 15; will prob­ 
ably recover. 
Edw ard Latshaw was a subcontractor 
engaged in quarrying stone on the Iowa 
side for the builders of the government 
wing dams on the 
Wisconsin shore. 
Specht’s Ferry consisted of the railroad 
depot and the temporary home of Lat- 
shaw’s family, a long one-story shanty, 
about 250 yards south of the railroad 
depot. The twenty or more men em­ 
ployed by Latshaw were housed in tents 
on the hillside and fed in the temporary 
home of Latshaw’s family. 
In the extreme end of this shanty, 
probably IOO feet away from the living 
rooms of Mrs. Latshaw and the child­ 
ren, Latstaw kept his stock of dyna­ 
mite, of which he used considerable in 
his quarrying operations. At times he 
had as much as 600 or 800 pounds, but 
his stock Saturday night had been re­ 
duced to eight boxes, containing twen 
ty-five pounds each, or 200 pounds in 
all. He was exceedingly careful of the 
explosive, and would never allow any 
one to enter the store room or handle it 
when needed but himself. 
Yesterday morning after breakfast 
all of the family were gathered in the 
front room of the long shanty, except 
Ray, the eldest boy, who had recently 
been given a small rifle and had gone 
out to practice firing at a mark. He 
was within view of the family, and was 
shooting at a post below the other end 
of the shanty, where the dynamite was 
stored. 
It is not known whether the boy ac­ 
cidentally fired into the dynamite or 
whether the concussion caused by his 
shooting exploded it. Several of tn t 
■workmen were 
sitting 
on 
the hill 
watching him when the explosion came. 
A roar as of a thousand parks of ar­ 
tillery came with a shock that threw 
them flat on the ground, and the end of 
the shanty, where the dynamite was, 
was sent through the air. a shower of 
splintered and shattered timbers, that 
rose high in the clear sky, and then fell 
with the clatter of a dozen trains. The 
tents of the men were knocked flat by 
the tremendous.concussion, and the de­ 
pot was so severely racked by the same 
force that the clapboards fell from its 
weatherbeaten sides like falling leaves 
from a tree, while every pane of win­ 
dow glass was shattered to almost in­ 
finitesimal proportions. 
The first sight that encountered the 
eyes of the men as they rushed into 
the shanty was the body of Mrs. Lat­ 
shaw lying on the floor. She might 
have been asleep, from her appearance, 
which appeared was that it had strip- 
were no bruises on her face or body, and 
she had evidently been killed by the 
terrific concussion, the only sign of 
which appeared was thaot it had strip­ 
ped her dress clear off and carried it 
to the top of a tree a hundred feet or 
more away. 
Lying on her breast, imploring the 
dead woman to speak, was her child, 
Grace, 4 years old, who had, as if by a 
miracle, escaped harm. At her feet lay 
her daughter Mabel, unconscious and 
with her head badly congested by the 
awful force of the explosion. 
Mr. Latshaw had been hurled fifty 
feet into the side of a clay bank, and he 
expired with a gasp as the rescuers 
lifted his head out of the clay in which 
thtey found him almost buried. 
Matt Latshaw was blown into hun­ 
dreds of pieces, and it was necessary 
to use shovels in recovering the frag­ 
ments of the body, with which the rail- 
they found him almost buried, 
strewn. 
Ray s body was found fifty feet up 
the hillside, while one leg was found on 
the hill top, fifty feet further up. 
H u es Bjornstad lay dead fifty feet 
northwest of the shanty, and near him 
lay Matt Faber, dying, and Ed Bench, 
whose left eye had been torn from its 
•socket. The tree-tops were laden with 
bedclothing, and the household utensils 
were blown into the river and on to the 
hillside. 
News of the accident was telegraphed 
to Dubuque at once, and a train bearing 
Coroner Gregoire and a corps of phy­ 
sicians was dispatched to the scene. 
The wounded people in the hospitals 
here are doing well. Mabel Latshaw’ is 
recovered sufficiently to talk. She says

MORE TROOPS FOR CUBA. 


Entire Spanish Arm y W ill Soon Be on 


the Island, 
Madrid, Sept. 9 —A third army corps 
of 20,000 is to be organized, ready to sail 
for Cuba in November in case of neces­ 
sity. Official 
advices 
have been re­ 
ceived from Cuba that the Spanish de­ 
feated the insurgents 
at 
Seboroucal 
Friday. The insurgents had ten killed 
and the Spanish one. The Imparcial’s 
Havana dispatch says that the troops 
under Gen. Oliveira defeated a strong 
band of insurgents at Sitco Grande after 
a hand-to-hand fight, in which fifteen

wounds. At Guina Guavada the rebels 
surprised the city soldiers, who were 
out foraging. The latter beat off the 
insurgents, losing three of their num­ 
ber, while the insurgents lost six.

Im portant Pension Ruling;. 
W ashington, Sept. 9.—The 
pension 
appeal of John Godfrey has been reject­ 
ed 
by 
Secretary Reynolds. Godfrey 
served in Company F, Third Kansas 
volunteers, which was called Into serv­ 
ice by the governor of the state. The 
secretary holds that no person other 
than the President of the United States 
has the authority to call the militia o 
any state into the United States service 
and a militia organization called into 
service by any other authority is not 
thereby in the service of the Unitei 
States for ensionable purposes. 


Fort Scott, Kan., Sept. 9.—There 
were thirty-four persons on the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Memphis passenger 
train that went through a bridge into a 
flooded stream near Monmouth Satur­ 
day night. Miraculously no one was 
killed outright, but none escaped in­ 
jury, and some are probably fatally in­ 
jured. The most seriously injured are: 
Major E. J. Crandall of St. Louis, 
manager of the Missouri and Kansas 
Coal compan}; one rib broken, fore­ 
head cut, and leg wrenched.

The train wras made up of passenger 
coaches and a baggage and mail car. 
It was pulling out of Monmouth at a 
rate of about twenty-five miles an hour 
A half mile from the bridge a journal 
in the rear of the engine broke, letting 
down and impairing the air brake ap­ 
pliance to such an extent that it wras 
useless. The track is on an incline, and 
the ninety-foot trestle across Lightning 
Creek is on a curve. Upon striking the 
trestle the baggage car and smoker left 
the track and struck the superstructure 
of the bridge with such force as to 
throw it from the abutments, and it 
went down, twisting the immense steel 
stringers and breaking them as if 
they were straw. 
The stream wras flooded by the heavy 
rain and water, and was ten feet deep 
in the ditch where the rear coach fell 
It was almost completely upset, and the 
twenty-six occupants w’ere thrown pro­ 
miscuously about. The water surged in 
at the windows and doors of the car. 
Every passenger was thoroughly soak­ 
ed, and some barely escaped drowning. 
The men climbed to the high end. of the 
car, and from there rescued the frantic 
women, some of whom had been pain­ 
fully injured. 
The occupants of the smoker had a 
worse experience. Their coach was com­ 
pletely upset in deeper water at the 
edge of the stream. One end was crush 
ed into splinters, and the stove and 
seats were precipitated to the front of 
the car. There being but six or eight 
persons in the car, the less seriously 
injured 
succeeded 
in 
rescuing the 
maimed. It was in the front end of this 
car that Manager Crandall of St. Louis 
was found. His .eye struck one of the 
cloak hooks. The baggage car was left 
standing in a perpendicular position in 
the center of the river, supported by the 
wrecked bridge. 
The engine passed 
over, but the tender was caught and 
stood on the top cf the baggage car. 
The injured were taken to Mon­ 
mouth, McCune and Cherokee, and from 
there to hospitals. Trains are running. 


Houghton, Mich., Sept. 9.—No one 
has been able to reach the twenty-eight 
or thirty-three imprisoned miners in 
shaft No. 3 of the burning Osceola mine, 
and when they are reached there is lit­ 
tle hope of any of them being found 
alive, as they have been imprisoned 
in the burning shaft over thirty-five 
hours, and are all probably dead by this 
time, being cut off, with no means of 
escape. 
Captain Trenbath, of the mine, who 
went down the shaft with a hose to the 
miners’ rescue, was caught with the rest 
and perished, as he was unable to come 
up. A father of one of the drill boys, 
who went down to the rescue of his son, 
also perished with the rest.

Huge volumes of smoke are still is­ 
suing forth from the mouths of shafts 
Nos. I, 2, and 3, which shows that the 
awful fire is stil Raging fiercely. 
Captain P. Richards, with a gang of 
seven men, went down shaft No. 5 last 
evening and went about 700 feet toward 
shaft No. 4, when they had to turn and 
flee for their lives on account of the 
smoke and gas. 
Some of these men 
were very nearly overcome, only reach­ 
ing the surface in time to save their 
lives. 
The place where the fire caught was 
the worst in the whole mine, and the 
only place where fire, to any extent, 
could have caught. 
Many of the men that were working 
several levels below the twenty-sev­ 
enth, where the fire caught, were seen 
as far up as the eighteenth level, work­ 
ing their way up. Several of the men 
who escaped claim to have passed oth­ 
ers on the ladders that were unable to 
proceed further on account of being 
overcome with smoke and gas. One 
miner over 50 years of age picked up a 
young man who was overcome by the 
gas and succeeded 
in carrying him 
from 200 to 300 feet, when he felt his 
strength giving out and he had to drop 
the yoSng fellow to barely reach the 
surface alive himself. 
At the time the alarm was sounded 
over 200 were 
underground, and all 
could have escaped had 
they 
used 
proper precaution. Several miners in 
their flight passed a group of seven or 
eight men who had stopped to rest and 
were smoking their pipes. They seemed 
to be in no hurry or to think of danger. 
When told to burry to the surface they 
remarked that they had plenty of time, 
and not one of them reached the top 
The skips were kept running up and 
down all day Sunday in order to give 
any of the entombed miners a chance 
to escape if they could reach the skips 
alive, but none came up. 
Another attempt will be made to reach 
the men to-day. There is no danger 
of the bodies being burned, as it is 
generally thought the men escaped 
from the burning shaft to some of the 
drifts leading to other shafts, and were 
overcome by gas and smoke before they 
could reach a place of safety. This be­ 
ing the case, the bodies will be recov­ 
ered as soon as the fire is gotten under 
control and the gases leave the mine. 
The shaft was surrounded all day yes­ 
terday by thousands of people, all hop­ 
ing that some sign or word would be 
gotten from the men, but they have now 
all returned to their homes, fearing the 
worst. All hope has been given up

house and the city hall is the largest 
flag in the world, so labeled, and as it is 
sixty-six feet long and forty feet wide 
the Kentuckians may well call it so. 
While the veterans will find nothing 
but the flag and the red. white, and 
blue and all the decorations, they will 
not forget the gray, for they will wear 
badges made of metal blended from two 
cannon, one used by the union and the 
otheh by the confederate army.

Commander Lawler was met at the 
depot by a special escort of the Louis­ 
ville G. A. R. posts. His headquarters 
are ut the Galt house, as are the head­ 
quarters of the Illin o is department 
and of the Columbia post of Chicago, 
which is to act as the commonder’s es­ 
cort. Illinois will be third in the num­ 
ber of veterans at the encampment. 
The confederate veterans are here in 
force. The comrades hunt up members 
of their old regiments and brigades, and 
then meet confederates belonging to 
regiments and brigades that opposed 
them, when 
they confer 
about how 
things went on both sides, and have 
such reunions as have not been seen 
since the service of over thirty years 
ago. The committee on escort estimates 
that there are 10,000 visitors here.

Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 9.—Delegates 
are beginning to arrive to attend the 
meeting of the Supreme court of the 
Independent Order of Ancient Forest­ 
ers of America, which begins to-morrw. 
It is said the meeting will be the most 
important ever held and delegates will 
be present from all parts of the coun­ 
try.

Beady for a Straggle.

* Om aha Grain Elevators Open. 
Omaha, Neb., Sept. 9.—The grain ele­ 
vators, which have been idle for a year 
owing to the drouth, have just opened 
up and are daily receiving large con­ 
signments of grain. The movement of 
wheat and oats has fairly begun, and 
the quality of both cereals is exception­ 
ally good. Both Omaha and Council 
Bluffs elevators are shipping the new" 
crop south. Much of the wheat goes 
to Kansas, where the crop is short. The 
yield in Northern Nebraska and South 
Dakota is very large, and much of it 
will be milled in Nebraska and shipped 
to southern markets. 


Severe Tornado In K a u a i. 
Emporia, Kan., Sept. 
9.—Emporia 
and vicinity was visited by a tornado 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The worst damage was done at the State 
Normal school grounds. The new east 
wing of the main building was reduced 
to a mass of ruins. This wing was re­ 
cently built at a cost of $50,000, and 
was but lately dedicated. The damage 
to the school grounds is estimated at 
$10,000. 
Considerable other damage 
was done down town. 
It is thought 
that reports from the country will show 
many fatalities. 


T a lly -llo Coach Upsets. 
New York, Sept. 9.—One person was 
instantly killed, eight were seriously 
injured, and fully a dozen others were 
cut and bruised by the upsetting of a 
tally-ho coach, containing forty-five 
members of the Timothy J. Foley Po­ 
litical association, at Stapleton, Staten 
Island, at 8:30 o’clock last evening. The 
coach was half way down a steep grade 
w when the king bolt snapped short, and 
but what action the »tjje forward trucks ran from under the 
cokers took cannot be learned, except 
in a few cases. At the meetings heard 
from the men favored an advance and 
instructed the delegates to the conven­ 
tion to insist on the increase. A rep­ 
resentative of a leading company said 
yesterday that the operators would not 
grant an advance.

AN HONORED NAME 


O K E OF T H E O LD EST IN ENG 
LISH HISTORY. 


i t Runs Back to th e Time of the Danes 
— Notable 
Events 
Recalled 
by 
the Death of the Former Janes* 
Ville Business Man and W ell Known 
Preacher. 


W. D. H astings, who died in Car­ 
thage, Mo , Sept. 
5, in his seventy 
fifth year, b jre one of the oldest 
nam es known. 
In conspicuous lines 
i t runs through 
American, English 
and Danish history. It signifies h&ste, 
im petuosity, 
and 
w as 
conferred, 
doubtless, in consequence of those 
characteristics being prom inently man* 
ifested in battle. 
In 1634 Thom as 
H astings, great grandson of the Earl 
of H untington, the third Lord Hast­ 
ings, having become a Puritan in Eng­ 
land, fled to this conutry to avoid 
religious persecution, joined th e Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Bay colony, settled a t 
W atertow n, M assachusetts, and, in 
2665 there died. 
From this ancestor, in the sixth gen 
aration, William I). H astings was de 
ecended. 
At W atertown, W altham 
Boston, W arwick and Northfield, Mas­ 
sachusetts, and a t Janesville,Kearney 
N ebraska, and a t Carthage, Missouri 
these Bix generations of H astings have 
lived. 
There is in the possession of 
th e family of William D. Hastings, in 
th e bold handw riting of John Han 
cock, a m ilitary pass, which he signed 
as president, bearing the date May 
ST, 1777, issued to Samuel Hastings 
w ho 
was of the third generation 
of the fam ily in this country, and 
th e grandfather of W illiam D. Hast 
-jugs, which was given him as bearer 
of im portant dispatches from the rev­ 
olutionary author’ties a t Boston to 
General 
W ashington. who, a t th a t 
tim e, was near Philadelphia. 
WU 
liana D. H astings was born a t W ar 
vrick: M assachusetts, December 28th 
1820. 
J He was ‘educated 
in the 
public schools of his native tow n anc 
in the academy a t 
Northfield, a t 
Hardw ick 
and a t Deerfield in the 
same state. 
His love of knowledge 
w as intense; and bis application to 
reading and study so constant, th a t 
a t eighteen years of age, when he 
w as prepared to enter 
c :liege, his 
health failed. 
This event chan gee 
th e whole current of his fife; aud the 
loss of a collegiate coulee created in 
his nature a wail of disappointm eat, 
th a t, in teis world was never silenced 
H e always insisted th a t, to 
have 
physically perished a t th e 
fountains 
of knowledge would have 
been far 
preferable to life afflicted w ith an un­ 
satisfied thirst. 
W ith 
the exception 
of a few 
m onths in a m ercantile 
house 
in 
Boston the next ten 
years 
w ere 
spent in outdoor labor, p rise’pally 
farm labor, in search of health; but 
all his leisure hours were devoted to 
reading, 
reflection 
and 
study 
Farm ers, he always m aintained, have 
more spare time for reading than any 
other class of laborers and ought to 
be the best educated. 
A t tw enty 
eight in partnership w ith his brother 
George, he became a m erchant a t 
Northfield, Mass. 
L ater they separ 
ated and each w ent into business on 
his own account; and from th a t tim e 
to his death, as m erchant, m iller and 
m anufacturer, he has been connected 
w ith active business. 
In 1856, when 
th e republican party came into power, 
In M assachusetts, he was elected a 
m em ber of the legislature of the 
state. 
For many years he was post­ 
m aster a t Northfield and assistant 
assessor of th a t district; both which 
positi ms he resigned w hen he con­ 
tem plated moving to W isconsin. 
In 
I860 he sold his business in N orth­ 
field and moved to Janesville and pur­ 
chased the Monterey flour mill. A fter 
tw o years ha sold th a t property and 
purchased an interest in the Mont cry 
^W oolen M anufacturing Company, and 
'was elected secretary azu4 treasurer of 
th e company which position he held 
for many years. 
D uring th e periods1 
of depression in the woolen business, 
Atvfeen in 
the dam was washed out, 
during a long period cf litig a n t! w ith 
Tappan, and Newell* and Cobb, and 
for the adjustm ent of 
titles to th e 
M onterey w ater power, the members 
of th a t company were largely indebt­ 
ed to the tenacity, industry and ta ct 


w ith which William D. Hastings pro­ 
tected and m aintained their interests. 
Hia]]constitutional habit of mind led 
him to the constant study of philoso­ 
phy and theology. 
J 
W hen not engaged in business, ab* 
stract thought upon the verities of life 
was his 
norm al state, so th a t his 
ight in the subjective became fully as 
real to him as in the objective world. 
The grand thoughts of good men were 
lis constant companions. 
But no one 
of the bye terns of religion satisfied his 
mind and his heart, until be became 
acquainted w ith the life and teach­ 
ings of Emanuel Swedenborg. 
The 
works of this inspired man came to 
him like a revelation from heaven. 
They made the bible luminous with 
instruction, and gave to its pages a 
spiritual significance and power never 
before realized. 
Of the doctrines of 
the New church lie was for many 
years a devoted student, and there he 
found rest. 
He joined tho Janesville 
society of the New Jerusalem Sept. 
IO, 1871, and when the society lost its 
pastor, the Rev. Cyrns Scammon, he 
was a t its request, and under the au­ 
thority cf the Illinois 
Association 
made its leader. 
And at the further 
request of the society on the 5th of 
October, 1875, a t Henry, 111., he was 
ordained a priest and a m inister of 
the church. 
From th at time, in addi­ 
tion to his secular duties which de­ 
manded 
the full 
measure of his 
strength, his sermons being w ritten 
during hours which should have been 
given to sleep, he continued to minis­ 
ter to the little flock a t Janesville, 
until, 
from 
overwork, his health 
failed, and with a sorrowful heart, he 
was compelled to relinquish a labor 
which had obtained a lasting hold 
upon his affections. 
During the last dozen years of his 
life he was a devoted student of theos­ 
ophy and metaphysics generaliy. 
In 
their doctrine of 
a great universal 
brotherhood of man he found strength 
and consolation. 
His domestic rela­ 
tions were always exceptionally happy, 
and bi3 love for his wife and children 
unbounded. 
The loss of 
his wife, 
June 28, 1891, was a sorrow from 
which he never recovered. He claimed 
t a t his real self left this world with 
her,and th at only his shadow remained 
behind. 
Thus w ith an unwavering 
tru st 
in the beneficence of divine 
providence, and, in the enjoym ent of 
a spiritual experience closely allied to 
the angels, he joyfully approached the 
great change, which tc him was only 
the putting off of the outer world and 
entering upon the inner, to new fields 
of labor 
and activity. 
To all who 
came w ithin the circle of his influence 
his life was a benediction 
and his 
translation one of great peace.

A CITY OF SLEEPING CARS. 


How th e V isiting K nights Tem plar W ill 
B e H oused W hile in Boston. 
One of the unique features of the 
Knights Templar Conclave in Boston 
this month will be a city of sleeping 
cars, the like of which has probably 
never before been seen in this coun­ 
try. It will be made a feature of the 
triennial, and some of the finest enter­ 
tainments of the visiting knights will 
bo offered at the settlement, which will 
hold forth in glory for a week. 
The 
Boston and Maine road evolved the 
idea when it gave an official announce­ 
ment that track room for 500 sleeping 
cars would be provided on the old Mc­ 
Lean Asylum grounds, a park-like ex­ 
panse used by one of the best-known 
sanitariums for years, until it gave 
way to the encroachment of business 
and the managers sold out at a big 
price to the railroad corporation. Day 
by day the magnificent stretch of green 
dotted with fine old trees is giving 
way to lines of steel gridironed with 
sleepers, but the park is so large that 
even though the work goes rapidly on 
it will be many weeks before it is com­ 
pleted, and the 23th of this month, 
when the first contingent of knights 
reaches Boston,will find plenty of pleas­ 
ant room left for the accommodation 
of the “sleeper visitors.” Probably only 
breakfasts will be regularly served in 
this car city, but booths will be ar­ 
ranged so that if any one is hungry, or 
if sick ones find it necessary to remain 
there all day, no one shall suffer for 
want of food. Nowhere about the city 
can a cooler place be found than in the 
asylum grounds, and it is not unlikely 
that in the steaming dog days not a few 
of the visitors, especially ladies, will 
find it very desirable to wander about 
the shaded park rather than travel in 
the dusty and heated city. For that rea­ 
son, if for no other, the committee of 
arrangements desires to make the place 
fully as attractive as the city breath­ 
ing places.

GIRL’S AWFUL DEATH 
CAUSED BY A LAMP 


BURNED TO 
CURLING 
DEATH 
W HILE 
HER HAIR. 


Miss Ida 
Gruel 
Room in City 
Rushes From Her 
Attorney McElroy’s 
Home, Wrapped in Flames, and 
Sinks on the Porch—Death Ends 
Her Agony. 
In a pitiful, moaning heap 
Ida 
Gruel sat until she was fatally burn­ 
ed Sunday afternoon. 
Sue was on 
the porch of City Attorney McElrcy’b 
home on Madison street when Mrs. 
MeElroy reached her and threw a rug 
over her. 
A. F. Spooner and 0. A. 
Thompson ran up a moment later and 
joined in lighting the fire. 
When the 
last spark was quenched they bore 
the poor, blackened 
sufferer into 
Mrs. McEircy’s room and there she 
lay until life went out. 
Death came at 4:30 this morning 
after twelve hours of agony. 
The man she would have married 
in a few months sat by her 
and 
saw the end approach, but her mother 
notified by teiegrephat once, 
could 
not get here until eight this morning 
and was met at the depot by the 
words: 
“ Ida is dead.” 
The flames that caused Miss Gruel’s 
death were from a kerosene lamp. 
She was curling her hair in her bed 
room on the second floor of the Me­ 
Elroy residence and had the lamp in 
one hand. 
She dropped it, it struck 
the edge of the bureau and broke. Oil 
splashed out 
and saturated 
Miss 
Gruel’s elothing’and in a moment she 
was in flames. 
F led D aw n th e Stairs. 
She clutched at the burning cloth­ 
ing and tried to tear it from her. 
That was hopeless, and without a mo- 
ment’d delay she dashed for the stair­ 
way. 
Down stairs 
she went, the 
flames wrapping about her more and 
more 
as her flight 
gave them a 
draught. 
She reached the side porch 
and there her courage failed. 
With a 
scream for help she dropped down in 
a formless, blazing 
heap, moaning 
with pain and seemingly unable to 
help herself. 
Mrs. MeElroy was by her Eide al­ 
most instantly, and was quick to act. 
She clutched a big rug and threw it 
about the girl pressing it closely to 
smother the flames. 
They had been 
almost conquered before Mr. Spooner 
and Mr. Thomson could run from the 
next house, although they lagged not 
a second. 
The three extinguished the 
last spark and carried the helpless girl 
into the house. 
She was laid on Mrs. 
McEiroy’s bed and Dr. Sutherland, 
who hurried up from his office, began 
the work of lessening her agony. Lit­ 
tle mo»*e could 
be done, for there 
was hardly a shadow of hope for her 
recovero fro 3 the first. 
B u rn s F oun d to be D eep 
The clothing had been nearly all 
burned away, but where the charred 
fragments remained they could not be 
removed without 
taking away the 
skin. 
The finger nails and the skin 
on the hands peeled off. The face w a s 
marred very little but from the chin 
to the knees the body was burned 
shockingly. 
The abdominal cavity 
w a s burned into, and the upper part 
of the legs showed deep burns. 
“ The injuries about the leg3 alone 
would be sufficient to cause death,” 
said Dr. Sutherland. 
Soft, oiled bandages were placed 
over the burned 
surfaces. 
Then a 
wrapping of oiled cotton was put on 
and beld in place by other bandages, 
affording all possible protection. But 
in spite of all there was the most in­ 
tense suffering, suffering that was 
borne so bravely as to bring tears to 
the eyes of those in the room. 
The 
burns that caused the most pain were 
the minor ones about the back. 
Else­ 
where 
the 
sense of feeling was 
numbed by the extent of the injury. 


Said She D rop ped th e Lam p. 
Miss Gruel was able to talk to those 
about her and said that the accident 
was caused by her dropping the lamp. 
She was most concerned about the 
fear that somebody would have to do 
her work. 
She came to Janesville 
from Watertown three years ago, be­ 
ing then but sixteen years old and 
went into the MeElroy home at once. 
The family liked her very much and 
she became much attached to them. 
•‘If I am not able to do all my work 
for awhile you won’t get another girl, 
will you?” she asked Mrs. MeElroy 
anxiously. 
“ I’ll do all I can and in a 
little while I will be all right.” 
Her anxiety was made greater by 
the fact that she was soon to marry 
William Talbert, a C. & N. W. round 
house machinist. 
He was building a 
house and both were saving all the 
money possible to furnish it. 
Talbert 
was by ber side during the night and 
their farewell was a heart breaking 
one after it was announced that death 
was near. 
S leep E ased H er P ain . 
About 2 o’clock sedatives took ef­ 
fect on her and she fell asleep. 
She 
awoke about three but soon became 
unconscious and was unconscious uu- 
til the end at 4:30. 
During the last 
half of the night she suffered but lit­ 
tle. 
Dr. Sutherland and Rev. Mr. 
Wotton were with her all night. 
Her mother and 
uncle came from 
Watertown on the 
accommodation. 
Her sister met them at the depot. 
“ Ida is dead,” she said weeping anc 
the three broke down and sobbed on 
one another’s shoulder. 
Mr. and Mrs. MeElroy were deeply 
moved by the sad occurrence. 
They 
had t&ked a deep interest in the gir 
and she had come to look to them for 
advice and counsel. 
The funeral will be held in Water 
own. 
Mrs. Gruel aud her 
brother 


will take the remains to that city this 
evening.

Whatever chagrin tho Americans may 
have felt at the termination of their ne­ 
gotiations was compensated for largely 
by the magnificent way in which the 
signing of the treaty (of 1801) was cele­ 
brated. At Mortcfontaine, Joseph Bona­ 
parte’s home, a fete was given to the 
commissioners, at which the first con­ 
sul himself was present. 
The dinner 
consisted of 180 covers laid on three ta­ 
bles in three halls communicating with 
each other. The first was called the Hall 
of Union; the second and third bore the 
names of Washington and Franklin. All 
three were decorated with appropriate 
symbols and legends. 
After dinner the first toast, proposed 
by Bonaparte, was, “ To the manes of 
the French and Americans who died on 
the field of battle for the independence 
of tho new world. ’ * 
Cambaceres, sec­ 
ond consul, proposed the next toast, “ To 
' the successor of Washington.’’ The next 
was by Third Consul Lebrun, “ To the 
union of America with the powers of 
the north to enforce respect for the lib­ 
erty of the seas. ’ ’ 
After the dinner the party walked in 
tho park, where the prefect of Morte- 
fontaine presented Bonaparte with a 
quantity of Roman coin found in the 
neighborhood. Bonaparte completed his 
efforts at propitiation by giving them to 
Mr. Davie, saying: “ These Roman med­ 
als, sir, have just been found in France. 
Accept and carry them with you to 
America, so that the monuments of tho 
Roman republic may become pledges of 
amity and union between the republics 
of France and the United States. ’ ’—Mc­ 
Clure’s Magazine.

As soon as Daniel

comes down the white marble steps and 
goes to his own house. 
He opens his 
window and puts the shutters back and 
pulls the curtain aside so that he can 
look toward the sacred city of Jerusa­ 
lem, and then prays. 
I suppose the people in the street 
gathered under and before his window, 
and said: 
“Ju st see th at man defying 
the law; he ought to be arrested.” And 
the constabulary of the city rush to the 
police headquarters 
and 
report that 
Daniel is on his knees at the wide-open 
■window. 
“You are my prisoner,” says 
the officer of the law, dropping a heavy 
hand on the shoulder of the kneeling 
Daniel. 
As the constables open the 
door of the cavern to thrust in their 
prisoner, they see the glaring eyes of 
the monsters. 
But Daniel becomes the 
first lion-tamer, and they lick his hand 
and fawn at his feet, and that night he 
sleeps with the shaggy mane of a wild 
beast for his pillow, while the king 
th a t night, sleepless in the palace, has 
on him the paw and teeth of a lion he 
cannot tame—the lion of a remorseful 
conscience. 
W h a t a picture it would be for some 
artist: 
Darius, in the early dusk of 
morning, not waiting for footmen or 
chariot, 
hastening 
to

ail 
flushed and nervous and in dishabille, 
and looking through the crevices of the 
cage to see what had become of his 
prime minister! “What, no sound!” he 
says. 
“Daniel is surely devoured, and 
the lions are sleeping after their hor­ 
rid meal, the .bones of the poor man 
scattered across the floor of the cav­ 
ern.” WTith trembling voice Darius calls 
out, “ Daniel!” 
No answer, 
for 
the 
prophet is yet in profound slumber. 
B ut a lion, more easily awakened, ad­ 
vances, and, 
with hot breath blown 
through the crevice, seems angrily to 
demand the cause of this interruption, 
and then another wild beast lifts his 
m ane from under Daniel’s head, and 
the prophet waking up, comes forth to 
report himself all unhurt and well. 
But our text stands us at Daniel’s 
window, open toward Jerusalem. W hy 
in that direction open? Jerusalem was 
his native land, and all the pomp of 
his Babylonish 
successes 
could net 
make him forget it. 
He came there 
•from Jerusalem at eighteen years of 
age, and he never visited it, though he 
lived to be eighty-five 
years. 
Yet. 
when he wanted to arouse the deepest 
emotions and grandest aspirations of 
his heart, he had his window open to­ 
ward his native Jerusalem. 
There are 
m any of you to-day who understand 
that without any exposition. 
This is 
getting to be a nation of foreigners. 
They have come into all occupations 
and

It may be twenty years ago 
since yen got your naturalization pa­ 
pers, 
and 
you 
may 
be 
thoroughly 
Amcrcanized, but you can’t forget the 
land of your birth, and your sympathies 
go out toward it. 
Your windows are 
open toward Jerusalem. 
Your father 
and mother are buried there. 
It may 
have been a very humble home in which 
you were born, but your memory often 
plays around it, and you hope some 
days to go and see it—the hill, the tree, 
the brook, the house, 
the 
place 
so 
sacred, the door from which you started 
off with parental blessing to make your 
own way in the world; and God only 
knows how sometimes you have longed 
to see the familiar places of your child­ 
hood, and hew in awful crises of life 
you would like to have caught a glimpse 
of the old, wrinkled face that bent over 
you as you lay on the gentle lap twen­ 
ty cr forty cr fifty years ago. 
You 
may have on this side of the sea risen 
in fortune, and, like Daniel, have be­ 
come great, and may have come into 
prosperities which

never could 
have reached if you had stayed there, 
and yen may have m any windows to 
your . house—bay-windows, and sky­ 
light-win dows, and windows of con­ 
servatory, and windows on all sides— 
but ycu have at least one window open 
toward Jerusalem.

and on the ranches of Texas there is ; Daniel had kindred in Jerusalem of 
an 
uncounted 
multitude 
who, 
this ! w hom he often thought, though he left 
hour, stand and sit and kneel with J borne when a very young man, perhaps 
their windows open toward Jerusalem. ! 
Some of these people played on the 
heather of the Scottish hills. 
Some of 
them were driven out by Irish famine. 
Some of them, in early life, drilled in 
the German afray. Some of them were 
accustomed at Lyons or Marseilles or 
Paris to see on the street Victor Hugo 
and 
Gambetta. 
Some 
chased 
tho 
chamois among the Alpine precipices. 
Some plucked the ripe clusters from 
Italian vineyard. 
Some 
lifted 
their 
faces under the midnight sun of Nor­ 
way. It is no dishonor to our land that 
they remember the place of their na­ 
tivity. 
Miscreants would they be if, 
while they have some of their windows 
cpen to take in the free air of America 
and tlie sunlight of an 
atmosphere 
which 
no 
kingly 
despot 
has 
ever 
breathed, they forget sometimes to open 
the window toward Jerusalem. 
No wonder that the son of the Swiss, 
when far away from home, hearing the 
national air of his country sung, the 
malady of homesickness comes on him 
so powerfully as to cause his death. 
You have the example of heroic Daniel 
of my text for keeping early memories 
fresh. 
Forget not the old 
folks at 
home. 
W rite often; and, if you have 
surplus means and they are poor, make 
practical contribution, and rejoice that 
America is bound to all the world by 
ties of sanguinity as in no other na­ 
tion. 
Who can doubt but it is ap­ 
pointed for the evangelization of other 
lands? 
W hat a stirring, melting gos- 
pelizing theory that all the doors of 
other nations 
are 
open 
toward 
us, 
while our windows are open toward ■ 
them! 
j 
But Daniel, in the text, 
kept this 
porthole of his domestic fortress un­ 
closed because Jerusalem was the cap­ 
ital of sacred influences. 
There had 
smoked the sacrifice. 
There was the 
Holy of Holies. 
There was the Ark 
of the Covenant. There stood the tem­ 
ple. 
We are tempted to keep our win­ 
dows open on the opposite side. toward 
the world, that we may see and hear 
and appropriate its advantages. 
W hat 
does the world say? 
W h a t does ihe 
world think? W hat does the world do? 
Worshipers cf the world 
instead 
of 
worshipers of God. 
Windows open to­ 
ward Babylon. 
Windows open toward 
Corinth. 
Windows open toward Ath­ 
ens. 
Windows 
open 
toward Sodom. 
Windows open toward the flats, instead 
of windows open toward the hills. Sad 
mistake, for this world as a god is like 
something I saw in 
the museum 
of 
Strasburg, Germany—the figure of a 
virgin in wood and iron. The victim in 
olden time was brought there, and this 
figure would open its arms to receive 
him, and, once enfolded, 
the 
figure 
closed 
with 
a hundred 
knives and 
lances upon him, and then let him drop 
one hundred and 
eighty 
feet 
sheer 
down. 
So the world first embraces its 
idolaters, then closes upon them with 
many tortures, aud then lets them drop 
forever down. 
The highest honor the 
world could confer was to make a man 
Roman emperor; but, out 
of 
sixty- 
three emperors, it allowed only six to 
die peacefully in their beds. 
But, m ark you, that good lion-tamer 
is not standing 
at 
the window, but 
kneeling, while he looks out. 
Most 
photographs are 
taken of 
those 
in 
standing or sitting posture. 
I now re­ 
member but one picture 
of 
a 
man 
kneeling, and that was David Living­ 
stone, who in the cause of God and 
civilization sacrificed himself; and in 
the h e a rt of Africa his servant, Maj- 
wara, found him in the tent by the 
light of a candle, stuck on the top of a 
box, his head in his bands upon the 
pillow, and dead on his knees. 
But 
here is a great lion-tamer, living under 
the dash of the light, and his hair dis­ 
heveled of the breeze, praying. 
Tho 
fact is, that a man can see further on 
his knees than standing on tiptoe. 
J e ­ 
rusalem was about five hundred and 
fifty statute miles from Babylon, and 
the 
vast 
Arabian desert shifted its 
sands between them. Yet through that 
open window Daniel 
saw Jerusalem, 
saw all between it, saw beyond, saw 
time, saw eternity, saw earth, and saw 
heaven. Would you like to see the way 
through your sins to pardon, through 
your 
troubles 
to 
comfort,

temptation to rescue, through dire sick­ 
ness to immortal health, through night 
to day, through things terrestrial to 
things celestial, you will not see them 
till you take Daniel’s posture.

In olden time the Earl of Westmore 
land said he had no need to pray, be­ 
cause he had enough pious tenants on 
his estate to pray for him; but all the 
prayers of the church universal amount 
to nothing unless, like Daniel, we pray 
for ourselves. 
Oh, men and women 
bounded on one side by Shadrach’s red 
hot furnace, and the other side by de 
vouring lions,, learn the secret of cour 
age and deliverance by looking at that 
Babylonish window open toward the 
southwest! “Oh,” you say, “that is the 
direction of the Arabian Desert!” Yes 


father and mother and brothers and 
sisters still living, and was homesick to 
see them, and they belonged to the high 
circles of royalty, Daniel himself hav­ 
ing royal blood in his veins, so we have 
In the New Jerusalem a great many 
kindred, and we are sometimes home­ 
sick 
to 
see them, and they are all 
princes and princesses, in them the 
blood imperial, and we do well to keep 
our windows open toward their eternal 
residence. 
It is a joy for us to believe that while 
we are interested in them they are in­ 
terested in us. Much thought of heaven 
makes one heavenly. 
The airs that 
blow through that open window are 
chai god with life, and sweep up to us 
aromas from gardens that never wither, 
under skies that never cloud, in 
a 
spring-tide 
th at 
never 
terminates. 
Compared with it all other heavens are 
dead failures. 
The American aborigines look for­ 
ward to a heaven of illimitable h u n t­ 
ing grounds, partridge, and deer, and 
wild duck more than plentiful, and the 
hounds never off the scent, and the guns 
never missing lire. But the geographer 
has followed the earth round, and found 
no Homer’s elysium. 
Voyagers have 
have traversed the deep in all direc­ 
tions, and found no Hesiod’s islands of 
the blessed. The Mohammedan's celes­ 
tial debauchery and the Indian’s eter­ 
nal hunting-ground for vast multitudes 
have no charm. 
But here rolls in the 
Bible heaven. No more sea—that is, no 
wide separation. 
No more night—that 
is, no insomnia. 
No more tears—that 
is, no heart-break. 
No more pain— 
that is, dismissal of lancet and bitter 
draught and miasma, and banishment 
of neuralgias, and catalepsies, and con­ 
sumptions. 
All colors in the wall ex­ 
cept gloomy black; all the music iii the 
major-key, 
because 
celebrative 
and 
jubilant. 
River crystalline, gate crys­ 
talline, and skies crystalline, because 
everything is clear and without doubt. 
White robes, and that means sinless­ 
ness. Vials full of odors, and that means 
pure regalement of the senses. 
R ain­ 
bow, and that means the storm is over. 
Marriage supper, and that means glad­ 
dest festivity. Twelve m anner of fruits 
and that means lucious and unending 
variety. 
Harp, trumpet, grand march, 
anthem, amen, and hallelujah, in tho 
same orchestra. 
Choral meeting solo, 
and overture meeting antiphon, and 
strophe joining dithyramb, as they roll 
into the ocean of doxologies. 
And you 
and I may have all that, and have it 
forever through Christ, if we will let 
him with the blood Qf one wounded 
hand rub out our sin, and with tho 
other wounded hand swing open tho 
shining pomals. 
Day and night keep your window 
open toward that Jerusalem. Sing about 
it. Pray about it. Dream about it. Do 
not be inconsolable about your friends 
who have gone into it. 
Do not worry 
if something in your heart indicates 
that you are not far off from its ecsta­ 
sies. 
Do not think that when a Chris­ 
tian dies he stops, for he goes on. 
An ingenious 
man 
has 
taken the 
heavenly 
furlongs 
as mentioned 
in 
Revelation, and 
has 
calculated that 
there will be in heaven one hundred 
rooms sixteen feet square for each as­ 
cending soul, though this world should 
lose a hundred millions yearly. 
But 
all the rooms of heaven will he ours, 
for they are family rooms; and as no 
room in your house is too good for your 
children, so all the rooms of all the 
palaces of the heavenly Jerusalem will 
be free to God’s children and even the 
throne-room will not be denied, and 
you may run up the steps of the throne, 
and put your hand on the side of the 
throne, and sit down beside the king ac­ 
cording to the promise: 
“To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne.” 
But you cannot go in except as con­ 
querors. Many years ago the Turks and 
Christians wTere 
in battle, and tho 
Christians were defeated, and with their 
commander Stephen fled toward a fort­ 
ress where the mother of this com­ 
mander was staying. 
W hen she saw 
her son and his army in disgraceful re­ 
treat, she had the gates of the fortress 
rolled shut, and then from the top of 
the battlement cried out to her son, 
“ You cannot enter here except as con­ 
queror!” 
Then 
Stephen 
rallied 
his 
forces and resumed 
the 
battle and 
gained the day, twenty thousand driv­ 
ing back two hundred thousand. 
For 
those who are defeated in battle with 
sin and death and hell, nothing but 
shame and contempt; but for those who 
gain the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ the gates of the Nev/ Jerusalem 
will hoist, and there shall be an abun­ 
dant entrance into the everlasting king­ 
dom of our Lord toward which you do 
well to keep your window's open.
